Joth ult., when Counsel further proceeded wilh: 
the arguments for the defence, oy 
Mr. Haldane, KC, in concloding ‘his argue 
ment, said his theory of the whole transaction 
was that the ren] contest was not ahout Clause 
7 ofthe memorandum, What happened was 
that in the suntmer of +900, in order to avoid 
the action’ of the Powers, there had been an 
agreement executed, under full powers vested 
in Detring, under which there ‘was a complete 
Uansfer of the property of the company. 
Nothing else would have been of any use, 
because the very purpose of the formation of 
the new company and the trausfer to Hoover 
was to put the, company outside the Chinese 
dominion and vest it in British subjects for the 
purpose of getting protection. It was contem- 
plated ‘that possession should be taken under 
the agreement of July 30, 1900. Hoover then 
Came onthe scene with the proposed altera- 


_ | tions, The object of the afteratlons was to 


enable Mr, Hoover to make.a profit for those” 
he represented, and therefore it was desirable 
that he should ‘not be described in the agree-, 
smentas trustee for the company, © With regard 


| to the suggestion that Mr. Hoover came out as 


trustee for Mr. Moreing, Counsel said that 
Mr. Moreing was only one of a number of 
promoters who. were anxious to get what 
they thought ‘they were entitled to, Among 
these promoters were his Excellency and 
Detring. Detring had stipulated there should 
be $0,009 shares for promotion remuncration to 
his Excellency and himself, and it was evident 
that Detting suggested there should be part of 
the cay-ital issued in order to provide for these 
§ooco shares, and that other shares should po 
to the promoters. Mr. Hoover proposed an 
arrangement to Mr, Detring, which Detring 
accepted ns part of the machinery, His case 
was that when’ February, ‘root, arrived Chang 
took exception, not-to a particular clause about 
his position, but he threw over Mr. Detring, to 
stipulate for something further than’ the 
Tis. 500,0c0, and it was over that further sum 
that the squable between Chang and others 
took place, Detring was just as angry with 
Chang as anybody else, because he thought 
Chang was going back on the bargain. In the, 
result the supplemental agreement ws drawn 
up by Hoaver and Mr, White-Conper, with the 
ot ject of putting things right. It was notdone 
for the purpose of altering the basis on which 
the sale to the British company was to take 
place, but for the purpose of introducing 
provisions which would, secure to Chang some 
further money. The construction which had 
been put on Clause 7 by the plaintiffs was 
merely ‘a new way of trying to unrip the 
registration of the company, and get the title 
out of the people who had bought and paid for 
the property, The Chinese authorities proceed- 
ed on the basis that Chang had sold the pro- 
Netmard anccdedhivtalfese-Leveramenc'or 
part of its property, It was clear on the 
evidence that Chang knew he was getting the 
50,c00 shares as profit, but that in China, as 
here, it was sometimes inconvenient to tell 
your shareholders everything. On the face of 
it the Court had only to determine the rights of 
the parties. But if the Court made the declara- 
tion that was asked for it would go forth in 
China that:the English Court had declared 
that Chang-yen-mao had entire dominion over 
the property. The Government at Peking 
would act accordingly and take back the pro- 
perly in entire disregard of the rights of every 
one. Counsel asked his Lordship either to 
construe the memorandum and say what it 
meant, or if any declaration must be made, 
then that it should be expressly without pre- 
judice to any question of construction, If na 
construction were to be placed on the docun- 
ment the Foreign Office would be considerably 
embarrassed, The Court had not to deal with 
an ordinary case, but one of far-reaching 
diplomatic significance, 

Mr, Levett, K.c., replied on the whole case 
for the plaintiff, and said the important question 
was whether this wonderful specimen of 
Western finance was one which would be 
sanclioned by the court. The defendants had 
avoided the whole story. He submitted that 
the agreement did not authorise the borrowing 
of any morey at all, Mr. Moreing was to form 
the company and raise the working capital, but 
that working capital was on the face of it 
to be capital subscribed on the shares, Money 
borrowed was not capital in any shape or form. 
1{ Mr. Moreing knew that it was the intention 
to raise a million fully-paid shares it was untrue 
to say the alterations proposed in the agree- 
ment were slight which would enable him to 
do it.

James Herbert, on old sailor, tikewise was 
called and corroborated the prisoner's testi- 
mony, The two men had never been able to 
agree ever since they joined the ship, He ask- 
ed prisoner what he used the knife for, but he 
made no reply, He went aft to assist\to dress 
the wound of the deceased, The man died 
about an bour aflerwards, 

Captain James Curtis White, of the Xing 
George, said the deceased came to his cabin, 
holding his hands to his groin, Witness said, 
“Who did this?” and deceased replied, 
“Manuel,” which was the name prisoner went 
by on the ship. Witness sent for a doctor, 
from one of the ships in the Harbour, but 
nothing could be done as the wound was too 
serious, and death took place shortly after his 
arrival, Deceased was about 17 years of age, 
buta better man physically than the prisoner. 
The prisoner had borne a good character on the 
ship. ‘ 

Dr, William Hunter, chief of fost mortem 
examinations, spake to examining the wound 
which was an inch and a half long and four 
inches deep. 11 was a fatal wound from’ the 
star, and must have been caused by a 
very sharp knife. It was very difficult to

However that 
may have been, the order presented itself io the 
nation ina form which an English translation 
almost outrages, Everything thatshad to be 
said was said by it in the most direct and 
shapely style, withous the least shadow af 
boastlness and with entire sell-eacement 
Especilly commendable was the bigh and 
Henerous tribute paid to the sistes-service, «It 
was the army that Toyo placed im the foretrant 
of his story, and it was to the army that he 
referred in describing the secjuel and his own 
and arduaus operations, “the destruction of 
almost the whole of the enemy's fleet in these 
waterse Such soldier-like altruism delighted 
his countrymen. 

Biany peaple are accustamed to credit the 
Japinese with exceptional astutencss; to 
ascribe to them intimate and unerring know: 
tedya of everything they are concerned to know 
about conditions in Europe and conditions in 
Asia. Certainty so far as intetlgent indus:ry 
can instruct them, they are mstrocied. But 
they hove their linjtatous. “They did place 
ao bithe feth in Ew-ope’s almus. ananimous 
de,nca'iens and confident predictions with 
regard to the Baltic Fleet, They did question 
whether it would be despatched, and they did 
doubt whether, if despatched, it could accom- 
plish the voyage eastward, Least af all were 
they prepared to learn that, at whatever fower's 
port the fleet touched, it would find benevolent 
neutrality, When Power alter Power allowed 
the Baltic ships to use its waters for proposes 
of coaling and provisioning, thé Japanese be- 
fan to say that all Continental Europe sided 
with their enemy, and when the St. Petersburg 
journals elaborately thanked England for 
facilities granted at the passage of the Canal, 
some Japanese were uncertain whether to 
be amused or bewildered, So long as the 
Port Arthur squadron remained in being, much 
was heard about this elastic neutrality; espe- 
cially about what France hid shown herself 
ready to-do, and about what Holland seemed 
likely to do. For if, when the time came for 
encountering the Baltic Fleet, five battleships 
aud three strong cruisers were ready to emerge 
from Port Arthur and co-operate with Roshjest- 
vensky, & very grave situation would have 
existed for Japan. Therefore, from the moment 
that Togo was able to announce “the destruc 
tion of almost the whole of the enemy's fleet 
in these waters” a double sense of relief was 
felt: first, because a great danger had been 
averted ; and,. secondly, because the trouble- 
some question of assistance rendered to the 
Baltic ships orf their voyage lost much of its 
practical interest, and became in part acade- 
mical, It-is easy to see that Togo isthe hero 
of the war in the eyes ofhis countrymen, They 
recall the words of the Jij# Shimpo al the oit- 
soreak of the struggle —"If we are to havea 
Waterloo, wo must first have a Trafalgar."

Prisoner now said he apreed with all the 
witnesses had said. 

His Lordship, in summing up, said that from 
the evidence it was abundantly clear that the 
prisoner drew bis sheath knife and stabbed the 
deceased in the groin, severing thereby the 
freat artery and inflicting a mortal wound, It 
was given in the course of 2 contest hetween 
the two men, which arose out of 1 previous 
altercation between them, Petut facie all 
onlawfal killing was murder, but that offence 
might be reduced to manslaughter according 
to circumstances, The chiffe charged by the 
Crown against the prisoner was the lesser 
crime of manstaughter, und the reason why 
was that the deceased came by his death 
deliberately, yet the act was done under 
circumstances of great provocation ansing from 
a blow, which the deceased had previously 
struck. Tthas been held, and it is the law, 
that a person upon receiving a blow, replics 
by striking (he man, and death results, that is 
mansliughtes, if it can be properly considered 
that the blow was the result of the provocation 
pevionsly received. Had the provocation 
been a pretext it would have beea murder, but 
on the evidence in this case, manslaughter was 
the proper charge. Ithad been held that na 
provocation could render bamicide excusable, 
but it could reduce it to manslaughter, [t 
might excuse a crime, and if the provocation 
was extremely grave the punishment might be 
practically nil, 

The jury after a brief deliberation found the 
prisoner guilty. 

His Lordship, in passing sentence, said he was 
satisfied from the evidence that. the deceased 
was A bully, and was bullying the prisoner 
on that occasion. In one sense he brovght 
his death upon himself, He evidently dealt the 
prisoner a heavy blow, for he ‘knocked him 
down, and for some time he bore the mark of 
the blow in the face. It appeared also from 
the evidence that the deceased was a bigger 
man than the prisoner, yet for all that it did 
not justify him in his act, He could have com- 
plained to the Captain, but instead, in the heat 
of passion, he stuck a knife into the man, He 
(his Lordship) always had sympathy with a man 
who had been struck in the face, but that 
sympathy did not extend to one who used a 
knife. Prisoner was o very young man, just 
starting out in life and this he took into con- 
sideration. He would sentence him to three 
years’ imprisonment with hard labour, and he 
only hoped that'it would be a warning to the 
prisoner all his life never under any circum: 
stances to draw a knife again,

4 GRAVE QUESTION 
—- 
‘BEFORE THE SANITARY HOARD. 


At the usual fortnightly meeting of the Sani: 
tary Board thisTiflernoon, with Dr FW. 
Clark, President, vice Wr. J. M. Atkinson (pro- 
ceeding home on leave) io the chiir, the Hon, 
the Registrar-General submitted a minute sug- 
gesting certain amendments: to the existing 
Cemetery bye-laws, under Ordinance t of 1993, 
respecting bye-laws A. 4 and 7, and B, 14 and 
16, conceining which he wrote, “These bye- 
Jaws provide for the digginy of graves to a 
depth of seven feet, and fer the coveriag of the 
sinfaces with chunam, among other substances, 
The first provision causes-unnecessary labour 
and expense in digging the grave, and is 
directly opposed to the teachings of sanitary 
science, The second provision is also insani- 
tary, as ‘the chtaun forms an impervious 
covering. The bye-laws should, in my opinion, 
be amended by changing the word “seven" 
into “five,” and by leaving out the word 
chunam. The undertakers’ licences, a copy 
of which is appended, should similarly be alter- 
ed by changing “not less than six English 
fect” imo “not less than three English feet.” 
The licence in question provides that, every 
grave be dug lo a depth throughout of not less 
than six English fect from the ord nary surface 
of the ground to the uppermost side of the 
corpse or coffin therein depasited.” 

The Metical Officer of Health minuted -— 
{am not disposed to recommend the Board to 
amend the Cemetery bye-laws on the lines 
indicated by the Hon. the Keyistrar General. 
It must be borne in mind that Cemetery bye- 
laws are framed primarily to preserve t’ ¢ purity 
ot the atmosphere, and not necessarily 10 pro- 
cure the tmost Speedy decomposition of the dead 
body. The burial of corpses close tn the surface 
iavariably leads to the contamunaticin of the 
atmosphere by the gaseous and other products 
of decomposition, and this is ‘especially liable 
to occur in cemeteries such as we have in this 
Colony,~built on the side of a hill,—so that a 
heavy rain-fall may, at any time, remove a layer 
of the surface sail, especially in recently filled 
graves, and so expose the coffins if they are 
not buried at an adequate depth. Moreover, 
it is well-known that the yerins of nota few 
diseases, such, for instance, as plague and 
typhod fever, can live in the surface soil, 
and although the Government Bacteriolugist 
has stated, in his report on plague, that 
plague bacilli have not yet bees found 
in the earth surrounding coffins contain: 
iny plague corpses, yet this is hardly conclu- 
sive, in the present state of our knowledge 
concerning this disease, and although all 
recopnized deaths from plague are interred ina 
spe ial cemetery, yet it cannot b+ denied that a 
considerable per entage of unsecox nized cases, 
wre interred in the general cemeteries, The 
wodel bye-laws of the Local Go ernment 
Noard of England requires every portion of 4 
coffin containing an adult body to bz not less’ 
than four (eet from the surface of the surround- 
ing ground, and allowing for the extra depth of 
a Chinese coffin, and also allowing a margin of 
error in the measurements made by the Chi- 
nese sexton, there is not much difference 
between our bye-laws, and the regulations in 
force at home. The undertakers’ licences 
might bs altered from six English feet to 
five English (get, as an allowance of one foot 
only for the extra dep:h of a Chinese coffin is 
considerably below the average, With regard to 


the suention of chunam, the bye-law specifies 
“url or chaaamt or other material approved by 
the Board,’ and as che tam is hard'y ever used 
nowadays for this purpose, except for the re- 
pair of those Laie Chinese graves, which-are 
no longer allowed in the cemeteries, owing to 
the exigencies of space, it is hardly worth while, 
to amend a bye-law in this respect, especially, 
as, with the exception of the Tung Wah Hospi 
tal Cemetery, at Kai Lung- Wan, and one or 
two other very small cemeteries (¢,z. the Eura- 
sian and Cainese Protestant) this work is done 
by officers of the Sanitary Départment at the 
cost of the Government, and turf is invarjably: 
used for the purpose. \ :

the Japanese shells, Throughout the summer 


the volunteers were taught shooting and drilled 
‘by offcers, who had proved themselves as in: 
competent for the army and knew about 


military regulations and the arts of war as 
much as we did ourselves, ‘Though their im- 
pertinence knew no bounds when drilling and 
maltreating us, their bravery rapidly vanished 


when it came to bl.ws and they were the first 
to shun all places‘of danger, whilst we had to 
Ro lo the foremost fighting lines and carry off 
the dead of wounded, 
us on the prograinme, if we were not on guard 
vat the gates of the forts or at the store houses, 
or as reserve in days of battle, 
trenches, or erect bombpioof shelters for our 
beloved masters, who lost’no time in occupy: 
ing them with their mistresses whenever there 
was a bombardment, whilst we remained out- 
side us exposed as ever or were sent 
scouting, 
naval officers helped to ward off the enemy

When 
at last there were rumours of capitulation, the 
“Indies” felt a sudden compassion for the poor 
wounded and had themselves speedily enlisted 
on the roll of the “‘aisters of Mercy of the Rad 
Cross,” thus obtaining their rights and privi- 
leges after the fall of the fortress, that is n tirst 
class passage home and a remuneration of 500 
“Roubles, which were paid to them in Shanghai 
whilst uur wives and sisters, many of whom 
were killed by Japanese shells in attending the

what besides was not properly fitled up to 
receive even half of their number. Still, this 
was not the worst point about the journey ; 
what disgusted as most was the food with which 
we were secved and which really defies all 
description “One look into the kitchen would 
have convinced the hungriest man that he re- 
ally was sot hungry enough to eat anything 
that wssued from it. [his kitchen had former: 
ly served the Chinese crew of the vessel, con- 
sisting of about co men, and filth of years had 
been accumulated in it. A small t.ble, which 
had never been sc-ubbed, on it a few rusty 
ke oves for culling meat, a sinall fire-pluce with 
a single old tfon pot on it, these were all the 
ulensils for preparing Whe meals for Boo men, a 
single diny Chinaman taken fom the shi,’s 
crew posed as the cook though he had np idea af 
cooking atall, From scraps of meat, filtered 
water and frazen mouldy potatoes whi h he ¢ ven 
did not peed (and how could he it he tried to*) 
he brewed stuff which was nol fit to look at, 
fardess to eat. With the lite tea and sugar 
we had over from the Japanese ship, we ma- 
naged to subdue the pangs of hunger and warn 
ourselves during the cold days, [shall never 
forget this steamer Tungus and how we used 
to crowd around the ist class kitchen begging 
the cook for hot water for our tittle tea-pots, 
but the cook had nothing to spare and no time ; 
he was busy preparing excellent dinners fos 
our “betters” who had all the warm and com 
fortable cabins on board and there ale and 
drank and made merry together with their con- 
cubines, as they used to do in Port Arthur in 
bomb-proof shelters we had constructed for 
them, Luxurious meals were catried past us 
and we could not even get a little hot water; 
finally when words proved useless, we had re- 
course to money—that helped—there was Hot 
water that could be spared or a little corneron 
the fireplace where our kettles could be put; 
thus we and our children were able to quench 
at least our thirst. Upon our arrival jn Shan- 
ghai, the officials and their “ladies” immedia- 
tely left the ship to be quartered on shore in 
splendid houses and first-c'dss hotels; we had 
(0 remain on board for four more days, sleeping 
in the cold damp hold of the ship on the hard 
Chinese matting ‘with a little hot tea and occa- 
sionally a piece of hard bread for food. Then 
at last we were taken on shore, But being 
clothed in the few rugs that had remained to 
us from the siege, we naturally excited the cu- 
sjosity of the foreign and native population of 

hanghai and served as topic for their sarcastic 
remarks, or had to bear their disdainful looks. 
A poor sight wo must have been, I imagine, 
suchas we were, when herded together at thd 
office ofthe Chingse Eastern Rallway, where we 


had to listen to the orders of a Mr. Shpanoff 
and towhathe thought of doing with us. Then 
‘| we wera marched off and ted through. endless 
streets and narrow bye-ways like o herd. ol 
beggars; yet we were content, for the snid 
agent had told us of nice warm quarters, where, 
as we thought, our miseries would be at an end, 
But we found wo had been too quick with our 
illusions.”
